The Fendal Castles of France,
The London Atheneum has the following nos
tiee of wwork on the Feudal Castles of the
western provinces of Fraoce, by the author of
“Flomish Interiors,” rulmlll_y publishod In
London; —
It wis no bad notion which led the writer of
e Look wow bofore i Lo wravel among the
relles of feudality in France, and give special
attention {o the grent fortresses of the H.um‘
Tournine is, perhnps, for such a purpose richer
than uny other provinee, not alone in respoct of
the wagnificenve of Ler enstles, but the variety
nnd picturesquencss of hier legends. Few pro-
vinees ‘are more ‘wenlthy in . historical illus-
triutions,  What, In thess rekpocts, surpasges
Ambolse, which stands upon the rock ahove
the bridge over the Lofre? It 18 a ballding of
the sixteenth ventury, for the miost part, but
retnins tho very il where Lonis the 5 deventh
met  hils  brother, the King of Bicily; 1o sny
nothing of having been the home of Marzaret
of Anjou.

Glent, in 1539, Our author has gathered from
the writers of this thme o very readable history
of this remarkible visit and its scemingly Inex-
plicable incldents. Francis died at Ramboulllet,
another of the fortresses which are treated of
here.  The picture of his denth and what led to
iti1s well worth noting, vven by those who are
familior with that strange passage of history.
